ERGER of St. Louis Coun- 
Ms with St. Louis, which 
will be voted on Oct. 26, 
would give the enlarged city a 
population of 936,073, according 
to the latest census estimates. 
A 1926 estimate gave the city 
830,000, and one in 1925 gave 
the county 106.073. However, it 
is believed: the county has more 
inhabitants than it is credited 
with by the Census Bureau, 
some placing the number as 
high 150,000. — 


The area of the enlarged city 
would be 553 square miles, St.

HORTLY after adoption of the fire-

I have been advised that the suii
